Li Yuan Hung that he must retire be- 
cause the Manchu Hsuan 
Tung, hae been restored to the throne.

The present difficulties of President 
Li arose over his refusal to uphold the 
decision of the cabinet to break with 
Germany and it had been reported that 
he was opposed to the entry of China 
into the war. 

On June 10, after the revolt of sev- 
eral of the northern and central prov- 
General Chang Hsun demanded 
that President Li issue an ultimatum 
parliament. The president 
refused tu accede to the demand and 
also declined to offer his: unconditional 
resignation. A day or two later, how- 
ever, he yielded to the demand of the 
rebel leaders for the dissolution of par- 
liament. 

Hsuan Tung, the son of Prince Chun, 
ascended the throne of China Decem- 
ber 2, 1908, under the regency of his 
father. On. December 6, 1911, Prince 
Chun abdictated as regent and Febru- 
ary 12, 1912, the youthful emperor ab- 
dicated the throne and the Chinese re- 
public was established. Since that time 
the emperor had virtually been a pris- 
oner of Presidents Yuan and Li.

SOLDIERS BATTLE

Aided by Sailors, Uniform- 
ed Troops Scatter March- 
ers in a Demonstration for 


Peace. 


Boston, July 1.—Riotous scenes at- 
tended a socialist parade today which 
Was announced as a peace demonstra- 
tion. The ranks of the marchers were 
broken up by self-organized squads of 
uniformed soldiers and sailors, red flags 
and banners bearing socialistic mottoes 
were trampled on and literature and 
furnishings in the socialist headquar- 
ters in Park Square were thrown into 
the street and burned. 

Police reserves stopped the rioting 
after it had been in progress an hour 
and a half. Many arrests were made. 

The police took into custody some of 
the participants in hundreds of fist 
fights that were waged on the common 
and in the line of parade on Tremont 
street, while agents of the federal de- 
partment of justice arrested a num- 
ber of persons who were alleged to 
have made unpatriotic remarks in the 
heat of conflict. None of the soldiers 
and sailors who figured in the disturb- 
ance was arrested. ;

Nine Persons Are Known to 
Be Dead, Several Are Miss- 
ing and Over a Score Are in 
Hospitals. 


SOME OF THE VICTIMS 
CARRIED TO WHIRLPOOL 


Accident Was Caused by 
Washout—Car Had Nearly 
Completed Circuit of Gorge 
at Niagara Falls When It 
Took Plunge. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., July 1.—A belt 
line car on the Great Gorge Route, 
rails, plunged down a 20-foot 
embankment and turned oveg in 10 feet 
of water on the edge of,the Whirlpool 
rapids at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
Nine persons are known to be dead, 
two persons known to have~been on 
the car have not been seen since the 
accident and probably are dead, an in- 
definite number, estimated at from two 
to ten, are reported missing and more 
than a score are in hospitals, suffering 
from injuries received in the accident. 

A washout, due to recént heavy 
rains, was the cause of the disaster, 
which occurred just below the Canti- 
lever bridge and 60 feet below the 
point where the smooth water of the 
upper reaches of the Niagara river 
break into the turbulent waters of the 
Whirlpool rapids. 

The car had all but completed the 
circuit of the gorge, having crossed 
from the Canadian side of the river 
on the trolley bridge at Lewiston. 

There were more than fifty passen- 
gers on board, according to general 
estimates. 

The car was one of the open type, 
the seats extending from side to side 
with steps on both sides the full length 
of the car. All the seats were occu- 
pied and some of the pasengers were

Saw Victims Struggling. 

‘“l believe at least half 
bodies were carried down the river to 
the whirlpool,” said one of the soldiers. 


“T saw out in the stream what seem- 


ed to me to be two arms raised above 
the surface. Ten feet away from them 
I am sure I saw the bright color of a 
woman’s dress near the surface, and 
still farther down a man was swim- 
ming in an effort to get out of the 
rapids. He disappeared.” 

Conductor Heron was in the forward 
part of the car collecting the last of 
the fares. He was thrown from the 
running board and crushed to death as 
the car toppled over. 

The statement by the national 
guardsman that he had seen persons 
struggling in the water was the most 
definite obtainable as to the number 
of persons carried away from the river 
side of the wrecked car. 

Nearly a score of persons were re- 
ported to the police as missing, but 
most of these were located in hos- 
pitals and hotels later in the evening. 
It is certain, however, that in 
holiday crowd there were many mak- 
ing the trip unaccompanied.

ASSEMBLY COMMITTEES 
‘EXPECTED THIS WEEK 


Tax Equalization Changes 
Are Sure to Be Thoroughly 
Discussed During This 
Session of Legislature. 


Beginning this morning bills will be- 
gin to pour into the house hopper for 
the grist of this year’s laws. A num- 

ber of bills have already been intro- 
duced ints the senate, but as the or- 
ganization of that body was perfected 
on the first day, it could begin its 
work earlier than the house, whi¢h 
spent two days in organization. 

Aside from 92 few resolutions no 
measures as yet been introduced 
into the more numerous legislative 
body. A number of representatives 
have announced their intention to in- 
troduce bills, which they have already 
prepared, and they will doubtless be 
brought § forward Jarge numbers 
Monday morning. 

Probably first among the matters 
which this year’s general assembly 
will have to deaf with is that of taxa- 
tion. This matter was dwelt upon at 
some icnyth by Governor Dorsey in his 
inaugural address and the sentiment 
is general that some revision of the 
state’s system of taxation is needed. 

Make Kkffort to Repeal. 

An effort will be made to repeal the 
tax equalization law of 1913 and bills 
to that effect will be introduced, prob- 
ably Monday morning, by Representa- 
tives Bale of Floyd and Stovall of Mc- 
Duffie. Representative Anderson of 
Jenkins, it is understoud, has also pre- 
pared a meusure with the same pur- 
pose.

Wubose, of Clarke, 
has introduced a joint resolution for 
the creation of a legislative tax com- 
mission to which all matters, involv- 
ing a revision of the tax laws both 
constitutional and statutory, shall be 
referred for consideration during the 


vacation of the general assembly. This 
resolution is meeting with considerable 
favor among the members as the ques- 
tion of tax revision is of such magni- 
tude that it can scarcely be worked out 
in the short period to which the session 
of the legislature is limited. 

It is a nuteworthy fract that the two 
leading opponents of tax equalization 
when the law was first enacted, Mr. 
Stovall of kilbert and’ Mr. Sheppard of 
Sumter, are nu lunger nmemovers vf the 
house. Many of the leaders who put 
the measure through, namely Akin of 
Glynn, Swift of Muscogee, who was the 
author wf the inheritance tax act; Gar- 
and Jones of Coweta, Fowler of Bibb, 
nd others are still in the house. For- 
ner Speaker Burwell, under whose rule 
the measure was enacted, will be one 
of the floor leaders this year, and Sam- 
uel L. Olive, of Richmond, is president 
of the senate. 

There are newer members, -however, 
of experienc e and ability, who are very 
much Opposed to the bill as the authors 
of the repeal measures just named, and 
Taylor or Monroe, Curroll of Catoosa, 
and others. The fight promises to be 
one of the most kKeenly contested in 
the history of Georgia legislation. 

Limit Campaign Money. 

Representative Cecil Neill, of Musco- 
gee, is preparing a measure to limit 
the amount that shall be spent in po- 
litical campaigns and. to provide how 
contributions for campaign purposes 
shall be made. He expects to introduce 
this some time during the current ses- 


sion. 

None of the bills introduced can be 
referred to their appropriate commit- 
tees until these have been named. 
Both the speaker of the house and the 
pr jident of the senate are hard at 
w k making up the standing commit- 
? of their respective bodies. 

s President Ulive has had a longer 
time in which to prepare his commit- 
tees, having had no opposition for his 
position and as he presides over a 
much smaller body than Speaker Holéd- 
er, his task is not near as difficult a 
one as that of the speaker, and he will 
probably have his committees ready 
several days in advance of those of the 
house. 

There will probably be at least two 
new standing committees added to the 
regular number this year in the house 
and senate, one on the state of the re- 
public and one on drainage. President 
Olive ha® already announced himself in 
favor «: reviving the committee on 
the state of the republic in the senate 
and Speaker Holder will appoint commit- 
tees on the state of the republic and 
on drainage in the house, if that body 
expresses a‘desire for him to do sO. 

The house may do this either by 
unanimous consent: or by the passage 
of a resolution providing for the crea- 
tion of these committees. 

One of the most important house

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CHANGE SHOULD BE MADE. 


In his valedictory address before the 
general assembly last Friday, Governor Nat 
E. Harris, the retiring chief executive of 

crgia, recommended that the term of the 
governor and that of the state commissioner 
of agriculture be changed by law so as to 
begin on the first of January next following 
the election, instead of in the following June, 
as now. 

The next day Governor Harris’ successor, 
Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, in his inaugural 
address, made precisely the same recom- 
mendation, and, revealing a commendable 
spirit of unselfishness, he magnanimously 
expressed his willingness that his own term 
be shortened six months in order that the 
proposed change be put into effect at the 
close of his present term. 

This is an eminently wise suggestion, and 
one to which the general assembly should 
give attention. “f- 

The long delay between the election of 
governor and commissioner of agriculture 
in November and their inauguration—nearly 
eight months—is an embarrassment both to 
the outgoing and to the incoming officials. 
In other words, the man who is elected in 
November goes on holding his office for 
nearly eight months after the people’s de- 
cision has been recorded; and the new 
governor, elected upon whatever emergency 
issues, does not take his seat until nearly 
eight months after his election. 

Under the law the general assembly meets 
during the June following the November 
election, and the new governor takes his 
seat coincidentally with the organization of 
the legislature. 

He is not in a position then to advise 
the legislature as intelligently as he would 
be ?f:ue had been inaugurated in January 
fsllowing his election. During the eight 
months intervening between his election and 
his installation he has had no official au- 
thority to get into touch with the different 
state departments and the state institu- 
tions. He goes into office a new man, with- 
out official experience or the benefit of in- 
timate touch with the affairs of the state. 

Were he inaugurated in January he would 
have had six months before the convening 
of the general assembly in which to study 
conditions officially and at close range, and 
would then be in position to make carefully- 
studied recommendations based upon inti- 
mate official touch with the details of state 
administration. 

The same is true of the commissioner 
of agriculture; and in his case the very 
great importance of the suggested change 
of inauguration date is emphasized by the 
fact that under the existing law most of 
the patronage of the department is ap- 
pointed by the outgoing incumbent and 
before the new man takes his seat. 

This is not only absurd, but it works a 
hardattip, not alone upon the new adminis- 
tration, but it of necessity militates against 
efficiency in office and hence entails a direct 
loss to the state. 

These long delays in inauguration were 
all brought about by the change of the 
time for the holding of the general assembly 
sessions to the summer instead of in the 
fall, as the constitution originally provided. 

The spirit of the state constitution is, 
and its original direct mandate was, that 
the governor should be inaugurated imme- 
diately following his election—at the first 
meeting of the general assembly subsequent 
to the election—and the general assembly 
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then met in less than a month after elec- 


tion day.

THE LAKEWOOD CELEBRATION. 


Under the auspices of the Southeastern 
Fair association an elaborate Independence 
Day celebration is to be staged at Lake 
wood, on the Southeastern Fair grounds, 
next Wednesday; and it is altogether proper 
and desirable that as many Atlantans and 
Georgians as possible participate in it. 

The celebration is to be upon the “sane” 
order throughout, and strictly in keeping 
with the spirit of true patriotism, which was 
never more vivid in America than it is 
today. Anc while the general sentiment 
of the country is against nonsensical and 
needless noise-making and frivolity in con- 
nection with the observance of the Fourth 
of July—especially this year—there is no 
reason why the public should not congre- 
gate on Independence Day, engage in and 
enjoy such diversion as will be offered at 
lakewood and give vent to its patriotic 
emotions. 

AS a matter of fact, much good should 
come of it. It should serve to amplify the 
public’s patriotism, bring the stirring events 
of the present and future into clearer per- 
spective, and, in stimulating army recruit- 
ing, serve directly to give impetus to the 
nation’s military enterprises. 


TESTING THE DRAFT LAW. 


Former Governor Joseph M. Brown, in 
a communication reproduced elsewhere on 
this page, takes the position that a de- 
cision of the federal supreme court sus- 
taining the constitutionality of the con- 
scription law would silence the carping 
critics—and he would, accordingly, welcome 
such a test. 

While the correspondent personally has 
no doubt as to the constitutionality of the 
law, and while he himself is patriotically 
and wholly in sympathy with the purposes 
of the measure, he argues that there are 
many who “honestly differ” from the gen- 
eral viewpoint, and who “conscientiously” 
doubt the validity of the draft principle as 
this law invokes it. 

He would even have a “friendly suit” in- 
stituted, a test case made and brought be- 
fore United States District Judge Newman, 
thence, probably, to be carried to the United 
States supreme court, where the question 
would be settled one way or the other, once 
and for all time, and all possibility of doubt 
removed. 

His argument is: plausible and profound, 
and it would carry much weight but for 
the fact—which must have escaped his 
notice—that something like half a dozen 
such tests already have been made, and 
decisions rendered in federal courts through- 
out the country; and in every one of them 
there has not been found the slightest 
grounds for doubt of the act’s validity. 

The columns of The Constitution have 
contained news reports of such instances. 
One precisely such case as Governor Brown 
has in mind was tried out in San Francisco 
only a few days ago—and it ended as did 
the others! 

In Georgia there are those who are con- 
stantly harping on the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the draft act. But if they 


“are sincerely doubtful of it, why do they 


not themselves go before Judge Newman 
and get his opinion? They have that right; 
and Judge Newman will be glad to tell them 


what he thinks, if they want his particular | 
opinion in addition to the opinions of the’ 


other federal judges who have passed upon 
the law. 
In due course of time, very probably, 


one of these cases, which have already 


been tried and in which decisions have been 
rendered, will be passed upon by the su- 
preme court of the nation—as the supreme 
court has in times past ruled upon pre- 
cisely the same principle as this moderg 
law involves—and there can be little doubt 
as to what its decision will be. The draft 
principle has been wunheld in previous pe- 
riods of our history, and it is the same 
today as it was then. 

The Hon. William H. Fleming, of Augusta, 
formerly speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, has published a strong statement con- 
cerning this matter, in which he refers to 
a speech, declaring conscription unconsti- 
tutional, delivered in his early life of Daniel 
Webster. Mr. Fleming goes on to show 
that that speech of Webster’s is being em- 
ployed as one of the arguments against 
the present law, yet he shows that later 
on in life Webster declared that to be the 
one speech of his life of which he was 
ashamed; and he purposely omitted it from 
his published speeches, and his son care- 
fully left it out of his publication of his 
distinguished father’s works. 

Mr. Fleming, too, cites case after case, 
and authority after authority, to show that 
doubt of the legality of the conscription 
act is preposterous and nonsense.

EX-GOVERNOR BROWN CHALLENGES 


COURT TEST OF DRAFT LAW 


’ 

Editor Constitution: I have noted with 
great regret the disposition of many of our 
pro-war advocates to intolerantly condemn 
those of our fellow citizens who question the 
constitutionality of the law enacted by con- 
gress requiring registration of all of our 
men between the ages of 21 and 31 years and 
providing for a selective draft of an army 
which it is openly stated will be sent to 
France to fight the German government’s 
armies. So wrought up are those pro-war 
zealots that they are proclaiming all those 
who express the doubt referred to as “trait- 
ors,’ etc. 

Now, let me state unequivocally that I 
favor the war by our country against the 
German kaiser and all his co-conspirators 
and co-assassins. He and they have not hes- 
itated to lie unscrupulously and brazenly, 
to destroy ruthlessly and villainously, and 
to murder in a manner so atrocious and in- 
discriminate as to shame the veriest bar- 
barian of Africa or aboriginal America. 

And let me state also that I am in favor 
of hunting out and chasing down that horde 
of self-created demons and crushing them 
beyond resurrection, regardless of whether 
that course takes our fleets into all the seas 
and our armies into any field of battle in 
Europe, Asia or Africa. In other words, I 
believe that when we get into war we must 
leave our enemy no arena of safety. we 
must strike him wherever we can find him. 

Furthermore, I have no doubt but that 
the supreme court of the United States, if 
the test be made, will uphold the constitu- 
tionality of the recently enacted law to which 
I have referred. But I will add that I have 
been surprised to note the number of people 
with whom I have talked who doubt the con- 
stitutionality of that law. 

Wherefore, then, is the justification for 
the intolerance with which those of our fel- 
low citizens who doubt are condemned? Why 
are they not entitled to their opinion, and 
to have their day in court just as much as 
we 
France; yea, who hope that army will aid 
our allies in leveling in ruins, by cannon 
or bombs from airplanes, if needs be, every 
city and other human abiding place in Ger- 
many, as a penalty upon her people for up- 
holding their government in its career of dia- 
bolical crime? 

Confidence in Supreme Court. 

The American people, practically without 
division—save one element which within the 
past few years has been exerting certain 
activities—accept without question the de- 
cisions of the supreme court of our repub- 
lic. So exalted is the world-wide confidence 
in its wisdom, integrity and fairness that, 
thirty years ago, one of the greatest nations 
of Europe selected two justices of our su- 
preme court for its arbitrators in a dispute 
it had with a South American power, to 
which dispute the United States had practi- 
cally made itself a party with the South 
American country in question. In other 
words, Great Britain virtually said to the 
government of the United States: “T will put 
in the hands of justices of your supreme court 
the decision of the dispute I have with Ven- 
ezuela, with whom you have joined your- 
self.” And it commands commingled ad- 
miration and humor when we reflect that 
Great Britain won almost all she had claimed, 
in the award given. 

Now, if our congress has enacted a law 
which our own supreme court would declare 
unconstitutional it has done a very wrong 
thing; and this) decision should be given, and 
we should adjust our conduct of the war to 
it. It is useless to deny that the patriotism 
of the American people would find a lawful 
way to work out the problem successfully. 
If, on the contrary, the supreme court would 
hold—and I firmly believe it would so hold 
—that the law in question is constitutional, 
our people, almost as a unit, would accept 
the decision, not only as final but as right; 
and we would have a unified America, stal- 
wart and determined, incomparable in re- 
sources and resistless in the majesty of its 
power, supporting the president in every 
step he took in the march of “the league 
of honor” against the ‘Hsau of the nations. 

Let, therefore, some case be made in, say 
Judge Newman's court against someone who 
will dispute the constitutionality of the 
aforesaid law. Let it be understood as be- 
ing an educative law suit, conducted with- 
out spleen or ill-will. Let both sides array 
strongest counsel which, I hope, would be 
voluntary by our leading lawyers. Let the 
decision whatever it be, be appealed to the 
supreme court, in Wasbeéngton. Let the at- 
torney general of the Unhited States ask the 
supreme court to advance this case to the 
head of the docket. And let it be tnder- 
stood that if the decision be in favor of the 
constitutionality of the law, the penalty 
would be made merely nominal 

The above broad-gauged method of pro- 
cedure would leave no sting, and upon it 
all our people could unite in pushing the 
wur till Prussian autocracy was forever elim- 
inated. 

And, in the meantime, of course, prepara- 
tions for the conduct of the war would go on 
just as vigorously as is now the case. 

If any critic should say that the United 
government ought not to be a party 
to a mere moot case, Il answer that no case 
affecting the very groundwork of the liber- 
ty and, almost equally, the lives of millions 
of American citizens can with propriety be 
sneered out of court. 

No Law Immune to Attack, 

This conscript law is no more “sacred” 
than is any other law. No law is immune. to 
attack in the courts. The supreme court it- 
self has already said: “This is a govern- 
ment of law, not of men,” And matters 
“have come to a pretty pass” if it be con- 
tended that any one of our laws should be 
denied a construction in our own courts. 
And our case is, indeed, desperate if we con- 
tend that we should make laws which we are 
afraid to test in our own greatest of courts. 
Nay, would not such a course unbalance the 
very structure of our institutions? 

But before closing, let me show you that 
our great Thomas Jefferson, the founder of 
the democratic party, 1s on record as endors- 
ing substantially the very law which many 
of our people are now believing unconstitu- 
tional, and that he, as president, sent an 
armed force, Which landed in Africa and 
marched hundreds of miles across the conti- 
nent and assaulted and took a city and forced 
the power with which we were at war to 
make a peace on our terms, 

Krom the “Writings of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Memorial Edition,” Washington, D. C,, 
lyu4, vol, Xiv pp. 156-7, 1 quote the following 
words in a@ letter written by Jefferson to Dr. 
‘Thomas Cooper, dated Monticello, September 
10, 1814: 

“But it is said they (the British) possess 
the means of detense, and that we do not 
Hiow so- Are we not men? Yes; but our 
men are s0 happy at home that they will not 

themselves to be shot at for a shilling 
Hence, We can have no standing 


armies for .defense, because we have nv 


paupers to furnish the materials.

Jefferson to the Czar. 


I now quote the following from President 
Jefferson's letter to the Emperor of Russia, 
dated at Washington, June 15, 1804, wherein, 
after thanking the emperor for his “friendly 
interposition for the relief of the crew of 
an American frigate stranded on the coast 
of Tripoli,” he adned: 

“To the barbarians whose habitual vio- 
lations of the laws of nature have produced 
the occasion of this friendly office we have 
sent expressions of very different feelings 
by the squadron which has just left our ports 
destined for theirs. Should the commodore 
find that in consequence of your imperial 
majesty’s interposition they shall already 
have done us voluntary justice, he will let 
them owe to your favor his abstinence from 
every act of force. Otherwise, he will endeavor 
by the means he is furnished with to con- 
vince them that it will be to their interest 
to injure us no more.” 

As to what this American expedition did, 
let me quote from the “History of our Coun- 
try,” by Edward S. Ellis, vol. fii, p. 642: 

‘Commodore Samuel Barron arrived in No- 
vember, 1804, with the President and the Con- 
stellation, and superceded Commodore Preble. 
The squadron now consisted 
carrying 264 guns. During the blockade of 
Tripoli, a land movement was undertaken 
against the province-under the management 
of William Eaton, our consul at Tunis. Yusuf, 
the bashaw of Tripoli, had gained his throne 
by murdering his father and displacing his 
brother Hamet, who fled to Egypt. Nursing 
his resentment against his usurping brother, 
Hamet readily agreed to Eaton's designs to 
restore him to power. In March, 1805, Eaton 
and Hamet left Egypt withastrong force of 
Egyptian soldiers and seventy American sea- 
men. They marched a thousand miles across 
the borders of the Libyan desert, and, in the 
latter part of April, with the help of three 
American vessels, captured the Tripolitan 
city of Derna, on the Mediterranean coast. 
They were about to march against the cap- 
ital, when news came that.Tobias Lear, the 
American consul general, had made a treaty 
of peace with the bashaw, who was well nigh 
frightened out of his senses.” 

Thus we note that President Jefferson not 
only advocated practically the universal serv- 
ice and selective draft now ordained, but that 
he sent an armed force of men who joined 
the natives, after banding with one faction 
of them against a rival faction. and marched 
Overland with these allies a thousand miles, 
assaulted a city and took it, and were on the 
eve of marching yet farther and attacking 
the capital of the invaded country when the 
necessity for that further march was removed 
by the foe’s acceding to a peace dictated by 
America. 

Principle Applies Today. 

It matters not that the numbers were 
smaller; the principle was the same. And it 
Is a striking fact that the cause of our war 
with the Tripolitan pirates was practically 
identical with the cause of our present war 
with the German assassins. In each case the 
offense for which we declared war was com- 
mitted against our shipping and people on 
the high seas. 

Yet, it is a fact that the Germans had 
secretly invaded the United States. and had 
forged passports for their doers of violence. 
had blown up bridges and buildings, had se- 
creted bombs on outgoing ships and commit- 
ted .other crimes which caused destruction 
of American property and life. Therefore, 
we have far greater cause for sending armies 
to Furope to fight Germany than we had for 
sending a force to Africa to invate and fight 
Tripoli. 

I must repeat, however, that there is a 
large percentage of our people who believe 
the selective draft law to be unconstitutional, 
hence, although I have a son who. with mv 
consent, has volunteered in the army to ficht 
Germany, and although T have bought “T.ib- 
erty Bonds” for myself and each member of 
my family, and although I believe the select- 
ive draft law to be constitutional. and al- 
though I am in favor of sending American 
armies to Europe to kill Germans and to 
wreck their cities—I am going to risk being 
also called a “traitor” by those editors 
statesmen and preachers who have no idea 
of going a foot nearer the firing line than 
they are now, when I repeat mv declaration 
to the effect that there is much more com- 
mon sense and much more good policy. and 
I will add, much more fidelity to American 
institutions, in having this law tested in an 
orderly manner in the courts at an early date 
than there is in attempting to browbeat and 
humiliate those of our fellow citizens who 
honestly differ with us on this momentous 
question. 

But in the meantime let us continue every 
preparation for getting at the Germans and 
crushing them; and let us uphold the presi- 
dent in using every power which congress 
has put into his hands. >

TWO BILLION PAVING 
BRICKS A YEAR 


By Ellwood nendrick. 


At the annual meeting of the American 
Ceramic society held March 5-8 in New York, 
J. B. Shaw, of Alfred, N. Y., told of some 
very successful tests he had made in making 
paving brick from blast furnace slag. These 
bricks were worth about $35 per thousand 
in 1915. They may be successfully made of 
almost any blast furnace slag at a cost of 
$5 to $7 per thousand. He figures that there 
is at present available about 16,000,000 tons 
of slag annually in the United States after 
leaving 2,000,000 tons for cement manufac- 
ture. This would provide the two thousand 
million bricks for permanent good roads 


every year—say for 1,000 miles annually of’ 


fiftv-foot road. 

Time and again failure has been encoun- 
tered in tne effort to make paving brick in 
this manner, but the problem seems to be 
fairly well worked out now. The slag must 
be treated hot as it comes from the furnace 
and the brick must be heated out of contact 
with air or steam, lest it become brittle. 


MORE SULPHUR 


By Ellwood Hendrick. 


In regard to getting the sulphur fumes 
out of smelter gas, Professor S. W. Young, 
of the Leland Stanford university, lately 
presented to the American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers a paper. on proposed 
methods whereby the result of the process 
is crude sulphur. This would indeed be a 
Godsend. When copper and other ores are 
smelted they must also be roasted to get 
the sulphur away from the metal. This is 
easy enough to do, but the fumes that escape 
into the air are the fumes of sulphurous 
acid, and if there is anything that disposes a 
farmer to carry a pitchfork and a double- 
bar’! shotgun along with him when he goes 
to make his protest it is these very syl- 
phurous fumes in the air. In fact, in some 
states the laws now forbid the liberation of 
the gases of burning sulphur in nearly every 
activity except that of volcanoes, Volcanoes 
are exempt. 

It is possible to collect thig sulphurous 
gas and make sulphuric acid out of it, but 
some plants are so located that transporta- 
tion costs forbid. Sulphur on the other hand 
may be stored out of doors as long as de- 
sired and sold whenever there is a good 
price avaliable for it. 

Two methods are known, a wet one and 
a dry one, but both depend upon the way of 
sulphur to get out of its combination with 
oxygen in the presence of certain other 
bodies. ‘Vast quantities are likely to be 
thus produced.

WHOOPING COUGH VACCINE, 


In the experience of physicians and health 
department officers in New York city the ad- 
ministration of whooping cough vaccine has 
Proved a distinct benefit in a large number 
of cases. The vaccine is a suspension of 
measured numbers of the killed bedies of 
Bacillus pertussis, the cause of the disease. 

The best time to begin the vaccine treat- 
ment, in the judgment of these observers, is 
in the first or second week of the paroxysmal 
or spasmodic stage of the nough. The re- 
sults seem to indicate that when the vaccine 
in injected prior to that period in the treat- 
ment of the disease the effect is less mani- 
fest, perhaps because there is a 6o-called 
“negative phase” early in the attack, when 
the reaction to the vaccine {s not so pro- 
nounced:-as it is a little later in the course 
of the disease. 

In a series of 239 cases in which the 
vaccine was given to exposed patients in the 
hope of preventing an attack 216 escaped the 
disease. 

Mothers commonly report that the child 
Sleeps better after the first dose of vaccine. 
In the treatment with vaccine usually three 
doses are administered, 500 millions of the 
Killed bacilli in the first dose, then one bil- 
lion 48 hours later, and two billidns forty- 
eight hours later. The injections are as 
simple and painless as any skilfully admin- 
istered hypodermic injection of medicine. 

More significant than the shortening of 
the spasmodic stage of the cough is the 
moderating influence of the vaccine upon the 
Severity and frequency of the seizures. There 
is also, in most cases, a striking ameliora- 
tion of vomiting, improvement in the general 
well beige, and increased appetite. 

Among 5,000 cases treated with vaccine 
there were only nineteen deaths (twelve from 
broncho-pneumonia, six from convulsions, one 
from unknown cause). Among 800 odd cases 
in the same environment treated without 
vaccine there were twenty-two deaths (four- 
teen from broncho-pneumonia, eight from 
convulsions). 

The cough which often persists long after 
the spasmodic seizures and whoop have dis- 
appeared is distinctly shortened by vaccine 
treatment. 

The results obtained in this large number 
of cases from the poorest part of the com- 
munity, and also by over 180 private physi- 
clans and health officers warrant the rou- 
tine administration of whooping cough vac- 
cine both as preventive, in exposed children, 
and curative in patients who have begun to 
whoop.

Lubeck One of Europe’s 
Most Influential Cities 
During Medieval Times 


Lubeck, the North-German city in whose 
camp for deported Belgians 600 out of 2,000 
unfortunates are reported to have starved 
to death within the last three months, is 
the subject of the following war geography 
bulletin of the National Geographic Society: 

“Probably no other municipality of middle 
(Surope ever yielded as much power ag did 
the city of Lubeck for a period of one hun- 
dred years during medieval times. Today 
it is a moderately prosperous town of 110,000 
inhabitants, not comparing, however, in any 
respect, save in its distinguished past, with 
such thriving centers of trade and population 
as Bremen, Hamburg, Berlin and Stettin. 

“Situated on the banks of the Trave 
river, ten miles from the Bay of Lubeck, an 
arm of the Baltic, Lubeck was founded during 
the first half of the twelfth century a few 
miles above an earlier city of the same name. 
Its prosperity began when it became a part 
of the domain of Henry the Lion of Saxony, 
who manifested an especial partiality for it, 
offering to remit all tolls and customs usual- 
ly exacted from visiting traders of other sea- 
ports provided their cities would grant the 
same privilege to Lubeck merchants. In 
1226 the city was declared a free imperial 
city and in the following year its people won 
distinction on the field of Bornkoved, where 
in alliance with the Holsteiners, they utterly 
defeated the Danes and freed their territory 
of the Danish yoke. 

Leader in Commerce. 

“Possessing an excellent harbor, safe from 
the inroads of Baltic pirates, Lubeck rapidly 
grew in commercial power during the thir- 
teenth century and when the Hanseatic 
league (Hansa, meaning association) wags 
formed its citizens were among the prime 
movers, eventually assuming the leadership 
of the more than eighty cities which prac- 
tically controlled the commerce of western 
and northern Europe from the middle of the 
fourteenth to the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury: The lgague virtually dictated the 
affairs of Denmark, exercised vast influence 
throughout Scandinavia, was instrumental] in 
checking piracy and in curbing the predatory 
operations of robber knights. In fostering 
commerce factories were established in Ber- 
gen, in Novgorod, in Bruges and in London. 
And in a these activities Lubeck was the 
dominant factor, 

“With the rise to power of Russia, of Po- 
land and of Burgundy during the closin 
years of the fifteenth century, however, an 
with the development of commerce in the 
newly discovered land of America as wellag 
the increased trade with India, controlled by 
Holland and England, the power of the Han- 
seatic League began to wane, and the asgso- 
ciation was finally dissolved in the middle 
of the eeventeenth century. 

Declared Free Town. 

“Following the defeat of the Prussians at 
Jena, Blucher retired to Lubeck in 1806 where 
he was again defeated by Napoleon’s mar- 
shals, Bernadotte, Soult and Murat. Four 
years later Napoleon incorporated the city 
in his empire, but it was declared a free 
Hanseatic town by the act of Vienna in 1815. 

“Today Lubeck controls the state of the 
same name having an area of 115 square 
miles and occupying the lower valley of the 
Trave, whose waters empty into the Bay of 
Lubeck. The river channel is kept wel] 
dredged so that ships having a draft of 26 
feet can discharge their cargoes on the quays 
of Lubeck. The recently. completed Elbee 
Trave canal, miles long, has served to 
give new impetus to the city’s trade which 
heretofore had been confined in large meag- 
ure for a number of years to Scandinavia

The Almighty will give food enough 
and to spare to America if the frag- 
ments are gathered up. The world will 
starve if the fragments are not saved. 
America is now the only great world 
power left to feed the starving nations. 

“God does not waste, and He pro- 
nounces a curse upon those fhat do. The 
Almighty has never wasted one drop of 
rain or one ray of sunshine or one ounce 
of food. The greatest need of the 
country today is not men and munitions, 
though they are needed, but an abun- 
dance of food with which to feed the 
starving nations of the earth. Let us 
gather up the fragments, that portion 
which we cannot eat ourselves, and 
send them to feed our allies in this, 
America’s war for the peace, prosperity

FOOD CONTROL MEASURE 
“TOBE PUSHED IN SENATE 


Passage Expected This Week. 
Hoover and Committee 
Discuss Changes. 


Washington, July 1.—A formidable 
mid-summer legislative program, with 
food, prohibition and revenue the ma- 
jor measures, still confronts congress 
in its war session, which began three 


months ago. 

With business congested in the senate 
and the house marking time in recess 
senate leaders hoped tonight to make 
rapid progress on the food eontrol bill 
with its provisions prohibiting the 
manufacture of distilled spirits and 
send it to conference by the end of the 
week. 

Launching of the war revenue Dill, 
practically rewritten from the house 
draft and reduced from $1,800,000,000 
to $1,652,170,000 by the senate finance 
committee, also is planned this week. 
Several weeks of revenue debate prob- 
ably will follow disposal of the food- 
liquor measure. 

Hoover Meets Committee. 

Members of the senate agriculture 
committee and Herbert C. Hoover, food 
administrator, discussed today amend- 
ments and measures to expedite the 
food control legislation. Many admin- 
istrative changes will be presented to 
the senate vy Senator Chamberlain, but 
none were said to materially affect the 
scope of the measure. 

Except for a sharp but probably 
ovief fight late this week, the prohibi- 
tion issues seem virtually settled. Ad- 
ministration leaders are positive the 
senate will adopt Senator Chamber- 
lain’s substitute for the house’s ‘“‘bone 
dry’ sections. The “administration 
compromise” wuld stop manufacture 
of distilled beverages only, 
President Wilson\ no power over beer 
and wines. The question will be con- 
sidered by the committee tomorrow be- 
fore the senate convenes. 

Many of the prohibition champions 
will make a fight for Senator Gore’s 
amendment to empower the president 
to suspend manufacture of malt, fer- 
mented and vinous beverages and limit 
their alcoholic content, as well as abso- 
lutely prohibiting distillation for bev- 
erage purposes. 

Prohibition was discussed at today’s 
informal meeting of the committee, but 
with Mr. Hoover taking no part. He 
is said to feel that war prohibition is 
solely a question of foodstuff conserva- 
tion. 


Changes Proposed, 


Among the changes in the food con- 
trol features of the bill proposed by 
Mr. Hoover were application of the 
legislation to farmers and gardeners’ 
co-operative associations and modifica- 
tion of the committee amendment pro- 
hibiting government emplovees — or 
agents from selling their own products 
to the government. 

Mr. Hoover also suggested that the 
exemption riven co-operative farmers 
and gardeners’ associations be stricken 
out. The committee agreed to remove 
exemption of grain elevators of farm- 
ers’ organizations used for public pur- 
poses, but retained the exempting 
clause as to associations not organized 
or operating for profit. 

General debate will 
the senate tomorrow 
of amendments.

“I think the demonstration: must. be 
complete to any senator’s mind who 
has considered this matter that there 
are some things in these sections that 
are certainly unconstitutional if we 
have any constitution left.” 

He devoted considerable attention to 
the legal phase of the matter and the 
power of congress to delegate such 
broad powers to the president, quoting 
decisions of the supreme court from 
those reported in the Fifth Wallace to 
the case involving violations of the 
Harrison anti-narcotic law. 

Decision Is Cited. 

“In Two Hundred and Forty-first 
United States, page 395, United States 
against Jim Fuey Moy, will be found the 
Harrison narcotic law decision,” said 
Senator Hardwick. “If you will apply 
that decision to the principles of sec- 
tion 4 of this bill, there is not a single 
one of the things that section 4 under- 
takes to do inside of a state that is not 
condemned by it.” , 

Section 4 of the bill makes it unlaw- 
ful to hoard or wilfully t@ destroy any 
of the necessities of life, or restrict 
production, or limit the facilities for 
transporting necessary articles after 
they are produced in order to put up 
prices. Practically every provision in 
this section ig already covered by ex- 
isting law, said Senator Hardwick. 

“As the senator from: Massachusetts 
(Mr. Lodge) has well said, all this 
clamor about getting after the food 
manipulator and the food speculator is 
baseless and unfounded, because we 
have, as far as laws can control and 
remedy the situation, plenty of laws 
on the statute books to do that already. 

“I contend that the language employ- 
ed in this section is made applicable 
not only to the provisions of interstate 
and foreign commerce, which is the 
full limit of the power of congress, but 
to every internal and domestic concern 
in every single one of the forty-eight 
states and all the territories of the 
Pnited States. It makes all the acts 
specified offenses against the laws of 
the United States, even if they occur 
entirely within a state, and entirely 
with reference to a product never in- 
tended even to enter interstate com- 
merce. It applies to every process of 
domestic production and of domestic 
and internal life in every one of the 
states. 


The Georgia Statutes. 


“T happen to remember that in the 
Georgia statutes, copied from the Com- 
Inon Law, are the provisions against 
forestalling, regrating and. engrossing 
the market. By an act of the legisla- 
ture every judge is required to give 
these sections in his charge to the 
Srand jury at least once a year. So far 
as section 4 relates to things entirely 
Within a state and unconnected with 
interstate commerce, I say congress 
has absolutely no power whatever.” 

Referring to section 11, which au- 
thorizes the president in certain cases 
to levy import duties on certain ar- 
ticles, Senator Hardwick said: 

“We would not only violate the con- 
stitution in passing this bill delegating 
to another the power that has been 
confided to us, but we have delegated 
the power to levy taxes, a power the 
most valuable of all to English-speak- 
ing people, a power for which Eng- 
lishmen and Americans have fought and 
bled and died before they would sub- 
mit to have it exercised by anyone else 
than the directly chosen representa- 
tives of the people themselves; a power 
over the purse, a power to destroy, 
and a power to secure and preserve and 
defend and preserve and maintain the 
liberties of the people.” 

Senator Kenyon suggested that con- 
zress could impose the tax and leave 
to the president only the ascertainment 
of a state of facts; that upon the as- 
certainment of the facts such and such 
sheuld be the law. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, who is 
fighting the bill, said there was no 
provision in the bill for congress to fix 
the tax. ‘“‘Circumstances fix the fact, 
and those circumstances are to be 
judged by the president,” he continued. 

“Iexactly,”” agreed Senator Hardwick. 
“The president is to sit in mental judg- 
ment over what the circumstances are. 
He is to exercise his mind, his will, his 
conscience, his judgment, not the con- 
science and judgment of congress in 
determining what the facts are. But 
we propose to go farther and say if 


‘the fact has not already happened and 


you think it is likely to happen, then 
you can impose this tax. 
Test of Patriotism. 

“T agree with the senator from Mas- 
sachusetts, that the ultimate test of 
patriotism is that every one of us, 
democrats or republicans, senators of 
the United States all, will do all in 
our power to win this war, and I know 
there is no senator in this chamber who 
would not do all in his power, justly, 
honestly, and earnestly, to further the 
cause of our great country in this 
great emergency.

Paris, July 14—The French press and 
public have extended an enthusiastic 
greeting to the American troops. All 
the newspapers give a place of honor 
to descriptions of the impressive sight 
as the long lines of transports entered 
a French port and debarked the Amer- 
ican forces. 

The Temps dwells upon the youth, 
vigor and military aspect of the Amer- 
icans and the completeness of their 
equipment. 

The Journal Desbats in an editorial 
says: 

“The grand democracy of the new 
world does nothing by halves. It en- 
tered this vast con?ict in full con- 
sciousness of the ends to be attained 
and with full resolution to neglect 
nothing in attaining those ends. What 
we witness today in the arrival of the 
Americans on French soil is magnifi- 
cent proof of this fact. 

“Two months and a half after the 
Americans entered the war their hardy 
troops arrive in solid lines upon the 
Huropean front, and it is not a modest 
advance guard as the most hopeful 
hardly dared to expect. On the con- 
trary, the forces which have just 
landed on our shore .surpass anything 
which could reasonably have been ex-

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RED CROSS COMMISSION 
T0 BE SENT 10 RUSSIA 


Twelve Experts in Problems of 
Medicine and Health 
Chosen. 


Néw York, July 1.—As an initial etep 
in. carrying out its purpose “to do 
something immediately to hearten af- 
flicted Russia,’”” Henry P. Davidson, 
chairman of the Red Cross War coun- 
cil, announced here tonight the dis- 
patch of a special Red Cross commis- 
sion to Russia carrying with it medi- 
cal supplies and surgical instruments 
with which tc meet the most urgent 
needs. The commission, which is 
headed by Dr. Frank Billings, of Cri- 
cago, and William B. Thompson, of New 
York, is composed of twelve men, in- 
cluding experts in problems of medi- 
cine, public health and social service. 

It will be the purpose of the mission 
not only to give such immediate aid as 
it can, but to study methods by which 
the American Red Cross ean extend 
most effective relief to: wounded sol- 
and needy civilians along the 
broadest possible lines. As advisers 
in scelving questions of sanitation and 
public health the commission will have 
Ahe assistance of Raymond Robins, of 
Chicago,- Dr. J. D. McCarthy, professor 
of public health in the University of 
Pennsylvania, and Dr. George C. Whip- 
ple, professor of sanitary engineering 
at Harvard University. 

To deal with general medical prob- 
lems the commission will have the ser- 
vices of Professor William 8S. Thaver, 
of Johns Hopkins University; Profes- 
sor C. E. A. Winslow, of Yale, and Dr. 
Wilbur E. Post, of Chicago. Harold H. 
Swift, of Swift & Company, Chicago, 
and Prof. Henry C. Sherman, of Colum- 
bia University, will study how best to 
assist Russia to provide adequate food 
supplies for its civilian population, as 
well as for convalescent soldiers and 
prisoners. 

Henry J. Horn, formerly vice-presi- 


dent of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, will co-operate with 
the American railroad commission al- 
ready in Russia in studying the prob- 
lem of transportation with particular 
reference to making it certain that re- 
lief supplies reach their destination 
without delay. The other members of 
the commission are J. W. Andrews, 
Thomas Thacher, and Dr. Orrin 
Weightman. 

No decision as to how, American re- 
lief on a large scale can be adminis- 
tered in Russia will be made by the 
war council until it has available the 
report of this special commission.

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GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS 
ABSORB STEEL INTEREST 


American Bridge Company Re- 
fusing Contracts Other Than 
Federal—Increased Activity. 


ee ee 
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New York, July 1.—Interest in the 
steel trade is still centered in the plac- 
ing of government contracts and in 
the final settlement of prices which 
will become effective on all govern- 
ment purchases. The American Bridge 
company is accepting no new contracts 
from.other than government sources. 

The navy department has _ received 
bids from general contractors on fifteen 
mine storage houses, forty magazines, 
@ nautical institute at Washington and 
an office building at the Portsmouth 
navy yard. These buildings will re- 
quire 4,500 tons of steg!. The navy de- 
artment will take bids Also on several 
uildings, at Annapolis, of concrete and 
Steel construction. 

Shipyards, airplane manufacturers, 
engine builders and manufacturers of 
munitions who have received govern- 
ment orders are now actively placing 
contracts for cranes and machine tools. 
It is estimated that contracts for the 
expenditure of $5,000,000 for machine 
tools have been placed recently. 

More contracts for boats have been 
placed by the emergency fleet corpo- 
ration and builders who have received 
previous contracts for cargo ships are 
actively in the: market for structural 
steel for plant improvements as well 
as for ship equipment. The Bethle- 
hem Steel corporation has offered to 
Suild 100 ships for the government. 
Automobile manufacturers in the cen- 
tral west-are turning their attention to 
building airplane motors and are buy- 
ing maferial in the open market. 

Railroads, while actively in the mar- 
ket for miscellaneous supplies, such as 
car axles, brake beams, railroad spikes, 
bolt and track supplies, generally, are 
placing Only a few orders for rails, cars 
and locomotives, largely because of the 
inability of equipment manufacturers to 
obtain necessary supplies of steel. The 
few lots of rails available command ex- 
tremely high prices. Even seconds are 
bringing $60 a ton, while light sections 
have sold as high as $90 a ton. 

The principal locomotive order was 
65 for the Burlington, to be built by 
the Baldwin works; railroads have also 
placed a few bridge orders. 

Increased activity has developed in 
pig iron in the past few days. Sales 
throughout the country have amounted 
to about 125,000 tons since last report. 
Substantial contracts have been placed 
by manufacturers of railroad and agri- 
cultural equipment, of machinery and 
of war munitions. Prices have ad- 
vanced between $3 and $4 a ton on foun- 
dry graded in eastern Pennsylvania and 
in Virginia, and $5 a ton at Buffalo and 
in Alabama. The Pittsburg market, 
while strong, has advanced less rapidly. 
Cast iron pipe is up $5 a ton and addi- 
‘tional manufacturers of steel pipe have 
advanced $7 to $12 a ton. Coke is ex- 
‘cited and spot fuel has brought as high 
as $15 a ton. 


COTTON TRADE LOCKING 
FOR BULLISH REPORTS 


New Orleans, July 1.—Last week /in 
cotton was devoted, to a great extent, 
to evening up old contracts in prepara- 
tion for the bureau’ reports of this 
week. There was much liquidation, 
especially toward the end, of the lomg 
interest, but the selling weighed only 
moderately against prices, which, (‘at 
their highest on Wednesday, made new 
high records for the season. At the 
topmost levels contracts were 25 to 45 
points over the previous week’s close; 
last prices showed a net gain of 10 
points on July and a net loss on other 
months of from 36 to 40 points. The 
week opened on heavy selling based 
on rains in Texas, which drove prices 
95 to 105 points under the closing level 
of a week ago. 

Spots held a steady tone throughout, 
rising gradually 75 points to 26 cents 
a pound for middling, a new high level 
for the season. The first notice day for 
July, Tuesday, brought less than 3,000 
bales to tenders. 

This week will open on the second 
condition report of the season and the 
preliminary returns on acreage, both 
reports being due tomorrow morning. 
The trade teaks for bullish figures on 
both, private bureau reports indicating 
a lower condition than was returned a 
month ago and a substantial decrease 
in acreage. 

Private estimates on acreage gener- 
ally show losses of from one to three 
points and even as high as 4.5 points, 
while estimates of the area planted, 
compared to a year ago, showed de- 
creases of from 8 to 7 per cent. Prob- 
ably the average of opinion is that the 
condition will fall off one to two points. 

“Vednesday will be a holiday in this 
market, which will tend to break up 
the .week’s trading. After the bureau 
reports are out of the way it is likely 
that weather news will be the most 
important in?uence, unless political 
news presents sensational features.

BRADSTREET’S SEES EASING OF 
PRICES IN FOOD LISTS AND 
CONSERVATISM IN WHOLESALE 
LINES—RAW MATERIALS HIGH. 


Bradstreet’s for the first week, also 
reviewing the first half of 1917, fol- 
lows: 

Sentiment regarding trade is more 
cheerful, cereal crop news is much bet- 
ter, prices for numerous foodstuffs are 
lower, governmental buying continues 
to broaden, manufacturing is only re- 
stricted by lack of labor or supplies of 
raw materials, jobbing trade, helped 
slightly by reorders, reflects improve- 
ment in final distribution, caused by 
seasonable weather, and finally buying 
for fall account has perked up a little, 
On the whole, trade is better than last 
year, when distribution was heavy, and 
the half year’s trade total makes a new 
record at large markets. Withal the 
situation is marked by a considerable 
strain of conservatism, which, to some, 
is paradoxical, in view of record wages 
for tabor and high prices obtained for 
practically all crops. 


Prudent Buyers Ge Slow. 


But prudent buyers prefer to go slow 
in contracting for future account, es- 
pecially at a time when governmental 
control of prices looms larger than ever 
before in the history of the country, 
and in some lines, iron, steel, wheat and 
coal, for example, the question of how 
far price fixing will go is causing con- 
cern as well as uncertainty. At the 
same time retail trade has been held 
back so long that it is feared the obsta- 
cles of a belated season cannot be over- 
come within a limited time, and in any 
event the garbing in uniforms of men 
who have entered the army or navy has 
militated against sales of civilian cloth- 
ing ws well as of hats and caps. More- 
over, the spirit of economy engendered 
by a long spell of inordinate prices for 
food has reacted against demand for 
luxuries and fancy articles, while high 
prices also have held up building opera- 
tions. On the other bend, buying of 
essentials for war purposes is steadily 
enlarging and the range of articles un- 
der call is extensive. Building of army 
cantonments absorbs some of the slack 
noted in ordinary construction work 
and in demand for materials, while the 
presence of large numbers of soldiers 
at the sites selected for encampments 
tends to swell trade in the zones thus 
favored, though this merely means a 
shifting from centers where in times of 
peace the men would be domiciled. 

Coal Demand Active. 

Demand for coal is exceptionally ac- 
tive at a season when supplies usually 
are superabundant, but in this respect, 
as also in regard to iron, steel; wheat 
and wool, proposed governmental con- 
trol of prices is the most noteworthy 
and, at the same time, unsettling fea- 
ture. Indeed, the interference of the 
government has put a question on spec- 
ulative operations in wheat, and some 
southern reports intimate that it is dif- 
ficult to move cotton at 26% cents a 

ound, although in this regard record 

igh prices have improved collections. 
This staple, in fact, shows great 
strength, and is at new high levels on 
home and foreign spinning demand, and 
strong speculative interest and paucity 
of supplies abroad has brought about 
manufacturing conditions not equaled 
Since civil war days. Flour is° lower, 
but new business is dull. The car 
shortage is not so serious, but improve- 
ment in this respect is negatived in part 
by increased scarcity of labor. ail- 
way gross earnings are heavy, yet net 
income is reduced by high 
Money is in good demand, but rates are 
easier following the overwhelming suc- 
cess of the Liberty Loan. With the 
turn of mid-year money may be easier, 
thanks to enormous dividend payments. 


Bank clearings are-lighter than those of 
last week, but are one-fourth larger 
than those of last year, while being 
two-thirds above payments of -two 
years ago.

Vegetables are 
making up for lost time and home- 
grown plants now supply the bulk 
of the market in leading cities, with 
somewhat lower prices. Fruits are 
more abundant, but high prices at re- 
tail check consumption. 
Cotton Crop Reports. 

Cotton crop reports are not farvora- 
ble. In the western half of the belt 
dry weather has hurt the plant and the 
outlook is only fair, 
been badly injured. Showers have 
broken the drought in Louisiana and 
Mississippi, and while the plant is 
small, good weather from now on will 
mean. large yields. Alabama cotton 
crop reports are not very good, and 
corn has suffered severely from dry 
weather.: In Georgia cotton is small, 
but healthy, and corn looks well. In 
the .Carolinas the plant is healthy 
though small, but needs rain. 

Texas crop conditions are unfavora- 
ble, due to the prolonged spell of dry 
weather. The cattle country of west 
Texas has had one of the worst 
droughts in years. Corn has been bad- 
ly hurt, and much of it has been cut 
for food or entirely lost. Cotton is 
small and late, and moisture is needed 
to make even a fair crop. 

Weekly Bank Clearings. 

Bank clearings for the week ending 
with Thursday, June 8, as reported to 
Bradstreet’s Journal, aggregate $5,401,- 
493,000, a loss of 18.3 per cent from 
last week, but a gain of 25.3 per cent 
over the week last year and of 65,1 
per cent over the like week of 1915. 
Outside of New York the total is $2, 
238,068,000, a decrease of 11.8 per cent 
from last week, but an increase of 32.1 
per cent over this week last year and 
of 63.4 per cent over the corresponding 
week of 1915. The gain at New York 
over last year is 21 per cent. One 
hundred and four cities show larger 
totals than last year, while only eight 
exihibit losses. Chicago reports a rise 
of 33 per cent, Philadelphia 34 per cent, 
Boston 16 per cent, St. Louis 32 per 
cent, Kansas City 60 per cent, San 
Francisco 44 per cent, Pittsburgh 20 
per cent, Cleveland 95 per cent, De- 
troit 16 per cent, Baltimore five-tenths 
of 1 per cent, Cincinnati 11 per cent, 
Minneapolis 22 per cent and New Or- 
loans 64 per cent. 

Business Failures. 

Business failures for the week end- 
ing June 28 were 290, which compares 
with 232 last week, 278 in the like 
week of 1916, 292 in 1915, 249 in 1914 
and 194 in 1913. 


Wheat and Corn ‘Exports. 


Wheat, including flour, exports from 
North America, which are available for 
the week ending June 28, as reported 
by telegraph to Bradstreet’s Journal, 
aggregate 8,894,648 bushels, against 
8,060,312 bushels last week, and 9,608,- 
401 bushels this week last year. For 
the fifty-two weeks ending June 28 ex- 
ports are 355,627,826 bushels, against 
451,667,231 ‘bushels in the correspond- 
ing period last vear. Corn exports for 
the week are 524,678 bushels against 
499,095 ‘bushels last week and 886,792 
bushels in 1916. For the _ § fifty-two 
weeks ending June 28 corn exports are 
54,341,253 bushels, against 29,596,486 
bushels last year.

Practically speaking the car shortage 
has not improved. Roads report per- 
haps a little better situation in box cars 
than thirty days ago, but flat and coal 
cars a greater shortage, and with less 
cars of their own ownership on their 
lines than at any period during the 
past twenty months. 

The packing house industry in Geor- 
gia and Alabama continues to grow. 
The establishment of a modern stock 
yards at Montgomery, Ala., will furnish 
the foremost cattle market between 
Louisville and New Orleans, available 
to shippers in Georgia, Mississippi, 
Florida and Alabama. 

Money is firmer with rates stiffen- 
ing and banks report better demands 
for loans. The banks were liberal in 
expenditure of time and money to make 
the Liberty Loan a success. Postoffice 
receipts show an increase over previous 
months. Generally speaking, there is 
but little building and engineering 
work under way in the southern sec- 
tion. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta has let a contract for a new 
bank building, to cost approximately 
$175,000, including vaults. : 

Crop conditions in general are any- 
thing. but good.

Paris, July 1.—One of the most touch- 
ing incidents connected with the ar- 
rival of the representatives of the 
American army in France occurred to- 
day when maimed French soldiers re- 
ceived Major General Pershing at one 
of the institutions of the National Fed- 
eration for the Aid of Wounded in the 
Champs Elysee. A large crowd assem- 
bled, as is usual wherever General 
Pershing is expected, and waited pa- 
tiently in a downpour of rain for the 
arrival of the American commander, 
who was greeted with enthusiastic cries 
of “Long Live the United States!” “Long 
Live General Pershing!” 

American Ambassador Sharp, Walter 
Berry, of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Paris; Maurice Barres, 
president of the League of Patriots, and 
Louis Barthou. former premier, were 
among those present. When General 
Pershing entered the room one of the 
maimed French soldiers limped forward 
to salute him in the name of his com- 
rades. The wounded private’ said: 
“Though wounded, our souls still vi- 
brate with the ardor of combat. We 
salute in the person of the illustrious 
General Pershing. President Wilson and 
the noble American people.” 

M. Barres said the general's visit was 
symbolic, as “through him America sa- 
lutes our mutilated and she is going 
to decide the coming victory, wonin the 
first instance by our heroes.”

administration was mapped The 
proceeding to dissolve the Standard Oil 
corporation was largely evolved by him, 
and it was under his direction that the 
bill asking for its dissolution was filed 
in the federal courts of Missouri late in 
1906. It was said he also took an active 
part in preparing the proceedings for 
the dissolution of the so-called tobacco 
trust, but before the bill was filed, Mr. 
Moody left the department. 

It was after Associate Justice Brown, 
who had been suffering for years with 
failing eye-sight, was compelled to re- 
tire from the bench, that President 
Roosevelt offered the seat thus vacated 
his attorney general. As a result, 
his place on the bench 
December 17, 1906. 

While his service was comparatively 
brief, no member of the court is credit- 
ed with more opinions for the period 
than he. Among the most important 
of his. cases were the Knoxville Water 
company and the Consolidated Gas com- 
pany decisions in which the court took 
advanced ground on the restriction of 
the rights of corpofations in the mat- 
ter of charges, and the first enuncia- 
tion of the new doctrine was entrusted 
to Mr. Moody.

His skill as a publie 
prosecutor, first shown when he was 
city solicitor of Haverhill, Mass... won 
him the appointment as district attor- 
ney of Essex county. When the at- 
torney general of Massachusetts was 
prevented by illness from representing 
the state in the famous Lizzie Borden 
murder trial, he selected Mr. Moody 
to take his place. His conduct of the 
trial attracted wide attention. 

Always interested in outdoor sports, 
Mr. Moody at one time was president 
of the New England Baseball league. 
Until the several severe attacks of ill- 
ness which marked the latter part of 
his public career, he found his chief 
recreation by walking, bievcling, horse 
riding and golf. The latter part of his 
life was spent quietly at his home in 
Haverhill, Mass.

Amsterdam, July 1.—A semi-official 
telegram received here today from Ber- 
lin says: 

“The German press, referring to the 
British indignation at the air attacks 
on the fortress of London, says that if 
England wishes to spare her civilians 
she can remove them from the neigh- 
borhood of store places of war equip- 
ments. Folkestone, Dover, Sheerness 
and London are such store places. 

“The German people, under the pres- 
sure Of English starvation and the 
war, have become a hard race with an 
iron fist. England has felt that and 
will experience it again tomorrow. Eng- 
land may lie and deceive or rage and 
threaten. The hammer is in our hands, 
and it will fall mercilessly amd shatter 
the places where England is forging 
weapons against us.”’
